BROOKE AND OTIS 


Secretary Alger Receive* Messages 
From Two American General*. 
Washington, Dec. 28.—Secretary Al­ 
ger yesterday afternoon received a cable­ 
gram from General Brooke announcing 
hi* arrival at Havana, where he will as­ 
sume the post of military governor of 
Coho. 
The preparations making by the 
American military commanders in Cuba 
to prevent disorder in the trying time 
incident to the chang© of sovereignty 
are believed by Secretary Alger to be so 
ample that there is now little reason for 
apprehension, while so far as the trouble 
of Monday in Havana wa* concerned he 
pointed to the fact that the fatalities 
were less than those of Christmas day 
in some American cities. 
A long cablegram was received during 
the day from General Otis at Manila 
describing the situation there. 
Its con 
tents were not made public, but it is 
known that he mentions no outbreak 
which gives a negative encouragement 
to the officials, though it is apprehended 
that General Otis is meeting with diffi­ 
culty in securing the release of the Sian 
ish prisoners which he was charged to 
effect.
